‘Tre most intéfesting event of the past 
wook has been the trial of Mr. F, H. B. 
Jenkins in tho U. S. Consular Court, for: 
‘being concerned in an unlavful expedition 
to Corea, ‘The prosecution broko down, 
failing to connect Mr. Jenkins distinetly 
ith tho ease, thongh he advanced money 
to its actual promoter and accompanied the 
expedition, But a good deat of interesting 
information was listed, for details of 
‘which wo must refer our readers to a full 
roport of tho proceedings on another page. 
A-stoamer was chartered and a munber of 
men taken, with the object, according to 
the prosecution, of exhuming the body of 
adecoased Sovereign of Corea. Whether 
it was expected to find treasure in tho 
‘grave, or whether the body was to be used 
to extort money from the Coreans, does not 
clearly appear. Atany rate they failed to got 
abit, and retired. Mr. Opport, a Prassian 
subject, who was prime mover in tho ex- 
polition, doslares his object was to en- 
eavonr to negociate a treaty. with Corea ; 
Dut it is steango that ho-was not aceredited 
by any Government, A. Fronch priott is 
also mixed up. Perhaps further enquiry 
by tho Consals of cithor of these individuals 
ray olict the actual facts.
